| Bravery Saves Daughter’ 


From Clutches of Kid- 


napper—Is Hurt 


| SOUTHBRIDGE, Mass., July 12.— 
| A courageous defence by her mother 
saved 10-year-old Rita Peloguin 
from the hands of a kidnapper last 
evening Mrs. Rosilda Peloquin 
suffered a fractured jaw and severe 
facial lacerations but beat off her 
| daughter's assailant. 


Mrs. Peloguin, Rita and another | 
| daughter, Veronica, seven, were | 
| on the way to the cemetery to 


care for the grave of Mrs. Pelo- 
quin’'s father, They stopped to 
pick blueberries and while so en- 
gaged, a man, his face masked by 
a white handkerchief, clutched 
Rita and tried to drag her into the 
nearby underbrush. 

Rita's screams and struggling de-| 
layed her assailant until her mother, 
armed with a parasol, released her. 
Rita and Veronica ran to the high- 
way to summon help while Mrs 
Peloquin grappled with the man.

ANOTHER “NEW ERA” TRADI- 
TION GONE 

At the close of the war, when delegates 
gathered at Paris to reconstruct the map of 
Europe and the code of conduct for inter- 
national affairs, one of the points most widely 
and insistently stressed was that the great 
tragedy had been the direct and inevitable 
outcome of secret agreements and understand- 
ings. 

That idea had a great run for a year or more

THE ‘COME-BAC *K 


In 1933 Canada exported 51,433 head of 
cattle to the British market, more than three 
times the number shipped there during the 
preceding year. That was the direct result of 
an order issued by the British authorities grant- 
ing Canadian cattle the same liberty of move- 
ment to markets and farms as cattle from the 
Irish Free State, a condition which had not 
obtained for more than thirty years 

But in December last the Minister of Agri- 
culture at London announced that the import- 
ation of fat cattle from the Irish Free State 
during 1934 would be cut to 50 per cent of the 
imports in the corresponding period of 1933 
Since Canadian cattle are entitled to the same 
treatment as Free State cattle, and no more, 
that automatically cut Canada’s fat cattle 
“quote” to 25,000 head for the current year 

Canada's trade commissioner at London re- 


ports that this restrictive action was taken “in 
order to assist the live cattle trade by the 
raising of prices,” for the benefit of Brit 

cattle-growers of course Now comes a de- 
spatch from London saying the Minister wil! ask 


Canada to accept a further cut in its quota of 
10 per cent, reducing the limit to 22,500 head 
Hon. Walter Elliott, Britain's very aggressive 
Minister of Agriculture, may have been a little 
slow in realizing that the Ottawa agreement 
was framed for the purpose of keeping British 
manufactured goods out of Canada, Having 
finally sensed the matter, he is neither slow nor 
bashful in handing Canada a dose of its own

WITHOUT POPULAR SANCTION 


Of the eight salaried ministers in the Reid 
cabinet, four only may be properly considered 
as having been members of the Brownlee ad- 
ministration. Mr. Grisdale’s appointment of 
only a few weeks ago places him definitely in 
the ranks of the new recruits, not the old guard 
He included, four of the ministers are men new 
to administrative duties. 

From the stand-point of actual executive 
responsibility, the balance is in favor of the 
new-comers. The Premier, quite properly, 
carries only the light portfolio of provincial 
secretary. Mr. Hoadley’s duties are confined 
to the department of health and the diminish- 
ing assets and functions of the department of 
telephones. The four major departments of 
public works, finance, agriculture, lands and 
mines and municipal affairs, are all in the hands 
of new men. 

So sweeping a reconstruction is something 
quite different from the occasional adjustment 
that is found necessary in any cabinet which 
holds office over a term of years. The operation 
consisted essentially in the creation of a new 
Government; new in leadership, half new in 
personnel, and more than half new in the 
allotment of departments. 

Whatever warrant the Brownlee Govern- 
ment had to hold office on the ground that it 
had been returned at a general election died 
with it. The Reid Government has no such 
warrant and cannot claim the inheritance. The 
Government that went to the country in 1930 
is gone, and with it passed the sanction it then 
obtained from the electors, 

The plain duty of the new Government is to 
set its affairs in order without delay and call 
a general election. Until that is done it can have 


no authority save that based on presumption 
that publie opinion now is what it was four 
years ago.

Mr. Irvine: What is that number? 

The Witness: The National Bankers’ Cir- 
cular. This is part of the congressional record 
of a later date. It is published in several books, 
one the Management of Credit by T. Cushing 
Daniel; it is a well known document. 

Then come the well known 
Hazard circular, which was 
issued in the same year, as 
part of this same fight that 
is going on right here right 
now—Hazard was a solicitor 
for an English bankers’ asso- 
ciation, and wag financially 
associated with the Roths- 
childs and his circular reads 
in part as follows: 

Slavery is likely to be 
abolished by the war power 
and chattel slavery destroy- 
ed, This, I and my Euro- 
pean friends are in favor 

of, for slavery is but the owning of labor, 

and carries with it the care of the laborer; 
while the European plan, led on by Eng- 
land, is Capital’s Control of Labor, by con- 
trolling wages. This can be done by con- 
trolling the money. The great debt that 
capitalists will see to it is made out of the 
war, must be used as a measure to control 
the volume of money. To accomplish this 
the bonds must he used as a banking basis. 
We are now waiting to get the Secretary 
of the Treasury to make this recommenda- 
tion to Congress, 
Now inconsidering these pamphlets ask your- 
selves, 

Are bonds the basis of your banking busi- 
ness in Canada? Of course they are. You do 
not finance on gold through your banks, you 
finance on the great debt claims that capitalists 
issued by your national government, as the 
cost of war, and on your provincial, municipal 
government interest bearing bonds. The 
Hazard circular sets forth the present policy 
of the orthodox school of finance—of which 
the Bank of Canada Act is an open expression 
—it defines the policy by which one group in 
the community, are permitted to take the 
privilege of using the nation’s credit to exploit 
and plunder the entire wealth of the nation. 
Yes, we laugh about the foolishness of Rome 
going to disaster by creating a system of farm- 
ing out the taxes, but we are bringing ourselves 
to disaster by allowing a comparatively few 
members of the community to monopolize the 
wealth of the entire nation by being privileged 
to manipulate and use the nation’s credit as the 
stock in trade of the business of mass usury. 

Lincoln was elected in 1864 on a national 
currency platform. In studying Lincoln's life 
I made a close examination of the verbatim 
testimony that was given at the trial of his 
assassinators. I found a secret service agent 
declaring in his evidence during the winter 
of 1864 and 1865 he was in touch with the plot 
to assassinate Lincoln, which originated in 
Torento and was partly completed in Montreal. 
In giving his evidence, he said, that the men 
who approached the southern representatives, 
who were operating in Toronto, with the pro- 
posal to assassinate Lincoln were described to 
him “as a group of men who could undertake 
anything they care to execute with regard to 
the cost”; they were not from the south because 
the representatives of the south had to get in 
touch with the south before they would con- 
sider the proposal. When the proposition was 
put up to the south it was not put up as a 
proposition to assassinate but as a proposal to 
kidnap. At that time there was only one group 
of men of great wealth in the world who were 
interested in the removal! of Lincoln—they were

the international bankers of the world, The 
men who were opposed to Lincoln's national 
currency ideas. My friends may laugh, but 


worse crimes than that have been committed 
in the name of usury. Christ was not crucified 
until he drove the money changers from the 
temple. 

In 1873 there was another crime committed 
in the United States which was in line with 
the policy outlined in the Hazard circular. It 

s publicly recorded that $500,000 was corruptly 
te for the purpose of inducing Congress to 
demonetize silver and establish the gold 
standard in the United States. A congressional 
commission was appointed in 1876, and the 
commission of congressmen and senators in 
their report, pointing out, “that the race for 
gold would end in chaos with the most suc- 
cessful nation suffering to the greatest extent.” 
This prophecy was vindicated in 1932 with the 
economic collapse in the United States, where 
the nation that had more gold than any other 
nation possessed, suffered greater depression 
and disaster to business than any other nation 
suffered. 

Can we, with safety, in the face of such a 
vindication of past wisdom repudiate know- 
ledge that is so positively recorded? You can 
follow the record of usurers step by step. In 
1816 they established the gold standard in Eng- 
land. In 1833 they made the Bank of England 
note legal tender. In 1844 the Bank of England 
was established. In 18655 the right of one of the 
Rothschilds, the first foreign money iender to 
sit in the House of Commons, was questioned 
on the ground of a sixteen million pound loan 
to the British government. In 1864 all the laws 
against usury in England were abolished. In 
1864 Lincoln was elected on @ national eurrency 
platform. In 18665 came the disaster when 
Lincoln was assassinated. In 1873 the gold 
standard was established. in the United States, 
and in 1894 Arthur Kitson warned humanity— 
and he is still alive to see his prediction come 
true. In his book “A Scientific Solution for the 
Money Questions,” he said: 

Gold creates debts and then prevents 
men from settling them. It places mankind 
in perpetual bondage. It is a prison gate 
that only ppens inwards. Its victims are 
permitted to enter but never to eseape.

Green Corn Good Food 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


We are al! familiar with the stories of the 
early settlers in this country whom the Indians 
taught to plant corn, fertilizing each corn hill 
with a dead fish. Corn was used by the pio- 
neers as a hurry-up crop, often being planted 
among the still standing stumps on uncleared 
land, and affording food both 
in the green and dried state. 
One of its advantages is that 
it thrives on rough and hilly 
ground and can be harvested 
in conditions under which 
wheat, requiring flat sur- 
faces, could not be handled. 

Properly prepared corn 
products are very appetizing. 
We find that cornbread is 
relished by Charles Evans 
Hughes; we read of the corn-

pone for which Mark Twain pined while he was 
abroad; and cornflakes are put down by Booth 
Tarkington as his favorite dish. 

The list of dishes and products which have 
been prepared from this grain runs into the 


hundreds. We have hominy made by boiling 
the corn with a lye bath, and also the hoe cake, 
so named because it was first cooked on the 
blade of a hoe over a small fire by a negro 
mammy. And there is cornmeal mush made by 
boiling the cornmeal for an hour and serving 
with butter and cream. Of course, the South 
is famed for its cornbread anad Johnny cake, 
and many a distinguished visitor has been 
served corn fritters. 

The favorite use of green corn is to boil it 
on the cob and serve it with butter; or it may 
be roasted to a nut-like flavor over a camp 
fire. The starch cells in green corn are easily 
digested, even though the grains are not well 
chewed. When not digested, they pass through 
the body without causing any harm, and appear 
in the feces in practically unchanged form. 
Some children do not usually take time to chew 
thoroughly; the carn will be noticed in their 
stools, and eaten in quantities, has quite a laxa- 
tive effect. 

Besides using the fresh corn, America cans 
enormous quantities, and one method of can- 
ning is to cut the corn from the cob and pre- 
paring it in a creamy, stewed form. It is also 
used mixed with lima beans as succotash, and 
makes an excellent corn omelet. Corn is in- 
dispensible in the tamale trade, the husks being 
used for a sheath and the meal for the under- 
cover. It is also used by the Mexicans for tor- 
tillas, or flat cakes. 

Corn meal makes the basis for a starchy 
meal if used in the form of corn meal bread, 
with the addition of milk, eggs and baking 
powder. The baking powder will give more 
uniform results than the use of sour milk and 
soda, although the latter mixture is quite 
wholesome. Do not add any wheat to the corn 
meal, as the latter digests more readily alone. 
Try this recipe: 

CORN MUFFINS 

To one cup of corn meal add a cup of milk 
and one well beaten egg. To this mixture add 
another half-cup of corn meal in which a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder has been thorough- 
ly mixed. Stir the two mixtures together and 
put into muffin tins in a hot oven. Turn down 
the fire to avoid overcooking on the under- 
side. This recipe takes a little longer to cook 
than the cornbread made with wheat flour, but 
is more wholesome. 

QUEST iONS A AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Willard G. asks — “What 
would be the cause of a pulse rate of 105 when 
completely at repose? Late examinations 
showed no definite disorder.’ 

ANSWER: It is difficult to advise you con- 
cerning the rapid heart action without being 
able to examine you. A number of conditions 
might cause this, among them being: Valvular 
leakage of the heart, hyperthyroidism, the 
presence of a tumor, etc. However, probably 
the most common cause is gas pressure, espec- 
ially when the patient has had an examination 
lately and no serious trouble has been found. 

QUESTION: Joe writes—‘I have been read- 
ing your health and diet advice and am very 
much interested. Will you please tell me why 
the upper lip is swollen every morning? 

ANSWER: Have your teeth examined. Per- 
haps you are suffering from pyorrhea or have 
some abseessed teeth which are poisoning your 
lip during the night. 

QUESTION: Bery! D. H. writes: “For almost 
eight years I have had a knot about the size of 
a pigeon on my wrist. It used to come and go, 
but now for over a year it has not disappeared 
at all. The doctors say it should either be cut 
out or hit with a big book. Do you know of 
any way I could get rid of this trouble?” 

ANSWER: The knot on your wrist is prob- 
ably a misplaced bursa. A bursa of the wrist is 
sometimes difficult to replace, but the best 
method seems to be to stretch the affected joint 
by pulling yourself up on a horizontal bar, and 
have someone push the membrane or “bursa” in 
place while the joint is stretched apart.

Providing for the treatment of 
tuberculosis through general tax- 
ation, a scheme in effect in Sas- 
katchewan, known as the “Sas- 
katchewan Anti - Tubercular 
Scheme,” was submitted by Dr. R. 
B. Jenkins, medicai officer of health, 
at the regular meeting of the civic 
health board, Wednesday night 
Local health officials are investigat- 
ing the feasibility of having this 
system adopted in Alberta and re- 
ceived the information as a progress 
report 

Fifteen directors have charge of 
the Saskatchewan plan, represent- 
ing the urban and rural municipal- 
ities and the Saskatchewan Medical 
Association, The board is charged 
with the care, control and manage- 
ment of all the tubercular sanatoria 
and hospitals constructed and own- 
ed by the province. It sets the 
amount that the rural and urban 
municipalities are required to pay.
